W ashington, Feb. 25.—"A torpedo, 
towed behind a sm all boat, was draw n 
against tho Maine on tho port side aud 
exploded,” says a Globe Democrat spec­ 
ial. 
“ It struck near the forw ard m agazine 
and caused a p irtia l explosion of its 
contents, com pleting the wreck of the 
forw ard part of the ship. 
"T his is part evidence, part theory. 
It is Sigsbea’s know ledge and belief. 
The president has re (rived the inform a­ 
tion. He 110 longer entertains the opin­ 
ion ho did in the beginning, that the 
destruction was an 
accident 
The 
board of inquiry is directing its investi­ 
gation to the developm ent of w hat is 
now considered the explanation of the 
explosion—a towed torpedo and a double 
explosion, first w ithout aud then w ithin 
the Maine. 
"T here need be no fears as to the 
character of the action the president 
will take. 
If the board is able to com­ 
plete the evidence of this cause of the 
disaster there will lie neither hesitation 
nor leniency show n by the president in 
dealing w ith Spain. 
There may be no 
w ar, but if there is not it w ill be because 
Spain does all th a t is dem anded of her 
in the way of reparation. 
“ M arked w aning of the theory of ac. 
cident is the developm ent regarding the 
Maine. 
"A t the w hite house aud at the de­ 
partm ents there are no longer expres­ 
sions of belief th at the explosion was an 
accident, 
” ’The situation is grave, but nothing 
can be done until we have the report of 
the board of inquiry.’ 
T hat is tho re­ 
sponse to questions. 
• “ If it was not an accident,’ the offi­ 
cials begin their speculations as to w hat 
is to come. 
They no longer say, ‘lf it 
was an accident, etc.’ 
The gossip of 
th# corridors and th e unofficial,talk now 
proceeds upon the expectation that the 
investigation wilt fasten responsibility 
on Spain. 
If not th at, then it is be­ 
lieved th at the report will be indefinite 
as to conclusions. 
No one in authority 
any longer look* for a finding of acci­ 
dent. 
The inform ation forw arded goes 
to show th at the inquiry has passed be­ 
yond that point. 
The finding w ill be 
design or my&tery, w ith th e probabili­

A rtificial cold or ice m ay be most 
readily produced by the evaporation of 
a more or less volatile liqnid. 
Iu the 
first m achines constructed this liquid 
w as w ater. O ne-tenth of the am ount of 
w ater Used was converted into ice, but 
as it was necessary to m aintain a vac­ 
uum in the apparatus its perfect w ork­ 
ing was a difficult problem. 
A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to be substituted, such as liquefied sul­ 
phurous acid and liquefied am m onia. 
Being gaseous at ordinary tem peratures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this purpose. The am m onia ice m achine 
is the one in most general use— in fact, 
it finds exclusive application in thfs 
city. This liquefied am m onia is allowed 
to expand iu coils- of pipes wliicb are 
placed in tanks filled w ith brine. 
The 
tem porarily of the brine is thus reduced 
to a point below the freezing point of 
w ater—th a t is,: to 14-1# degrees F. 
In this refrigerated liriqe are placed 
galvanized iron tanks having the shape 
of the large cakes of ice* w hich one is 
accustom ed to gee in the wagons that 
pass through our city streets. 
A fter a 
period of 48-50 hours this can of w ater 
is converted into solid ice. 
Tile can is 
hoisted out of tho brine, w arm ed ay it Ii 
hot w ater, w hich allows the cake to 
slip out upon a shoot that runs iiUn the 
storage rooms. 
The gaseous ammonir 
in tho pipes can be used over and over 
again, a large compression engine being 
a p art of tho plants which reduces th* 
expense of tho process. 
From this de­ 
scription it should be plain th a t there 
eau be no ta in t of am m onia to give a 
takte to the ioe. 
The plants usually employ distilled 
or artesian water, so th at the ice is of 
the best quality. 
W hatever im purities 
the w ater contains are collected iu the 
w hite streak found in the center of each 
cake. 
The pure w ater separates from 
the im pure and freezes first. 
E ton ten 
years ago the dem and for ice waB sup­ 
plied from natural sources, tho h a r­ 
vests from our own Pennsylvania riv ­ 
ers, w hich were stored every w inter in 
greet houses on the shores of the stream s, 
being 
supplem ented 
by 
shipm ents 
throughout the sum m er from Maine. 
T here are now in P hiladelphia 16 {co­ 
m aking plants, some pf w hich yield 
o ter IOO tons per day each, abd th e a rti­ 
ficial product for several years has been 
a serious com petitor of the natural a rti­ 
cle.— M anufacturer.

MAKING ARTIFICIAL ICE. 
Bow tile rinser Are Constructed nod Op­ 
erated In Philadelphia. 
Artificial cold or ice may be most 
readily prodd ed by the evaporation of 
a more or less volatile liquid. 
In the 
first machines constructed this liquid 
was water. One-tenth of the amonut of 
water used was converted into ice, bot 
as it was necessary to maintain a vac­ 
uum in tho apparatus its perfect work 
ing was a difficult problem. 
A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to bo substituted, such as liquefied sul­ 
phurous acid aud liquefied ammonia 
Being gaseous at ordinary temperatures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this purpose. The ammonia ice machine 
is the one in most general use—iii fact, 
it finds exclusive application in thfs 
city. This liquefied ammonia is allowed 
to expand in coils of pipes which are 
placed in tanks filled with brine. 
The 
temperature of the brine is thus reduced 
to a point below the freezing point of 
water—that iso to 14-1# degrees F. 
In this refrigerated Urine are placed 
galvanized iron tanks having the shape 
of the large cakes of ice*which one is 
accustomed to see in the wagons that 
pass through our city streets. 
After a 
period of 48-50 hours this can of water 
is converted into solid ice. 
Ti)© eau is 
hoisted out of the briue, warmed with 
hot water, which allows the cake to 
slip oat upon a shoot that runs into the 
storage rooms. 
The gaseous ammonia 
in the pipes can be used over ami over 
again, a large compression engine being 
a part of the plant, which reduces th# 
expense of the process. From this in­ 
scription it should be plain that there 
eau be no taint of ammonia to give a 
taste to the ice. 
The plants usually employ distilled 
or artesian water, so that the ice is of 
the best quality. Whatever impurities 
the water contain® are collected in the 
white streak found in the center uf each 
cake. The pure water separates from 
the impure and freezes first. 
Even ten 
years ago the demand for ice wa# sup­ 
plied from natural sources, the liar 
vests from our own Pennsylvania riv­ 
ers, which were stored every winter in 
great houses on the shores of the streams, 
being 
supplemented 
by 
shipments 
throughout the summer from Maine 
There are now in Philadelphia 16 ice- 
making plants, some pf whiph yield 
oter IOO tons per day each, and the arti 
finial product for several years has been 
a serious competitor of the natural arti 
d e .—Manufacturer.
